Curcaao, October 10.—One of the most 
pitiful sights was tbat of a middle-aged wo- 
man, on State street, loaded with bundles, 
struggling through a crowd singing the 
Mother Gouse medley, “ chickey, chickey 
crany crow, I went to the well to wash my 
toe,” etc. There were hundreds of others 
likewise «distracted, and many made desper- 
ate by whisky or beer, which, from excess of 
thirst, they drank in absence of water in 
great quantities, who spread themselves in 
every direction, a terror to all they met. 

It is fearful to think of the loss of life. It 
is conjectured with good cause that more 
than five hundred have been burned to death. 
We saw four men enter a burning building, 
and in a moment they were overwhelmed by 
the falling wall. There was acrowd of men 
around the corner of a building trying to 
save property, when the wall yielding some 
were buried beneath it. 

About twelve or fifteen men, womea and 
children rushed into the building of the His- 
torical Society, a fireproof building, for safety 
but in a few minutes the flames burst up and 
they were burned to death. Among those 
who took refuge in this building was the 
venerable Colonel Samuel Stone, 80 years 
old, long connected with the Society; 
also John B. Gerard and wife anu Madame 
De Pelgrave, a noted teacher of music. 

It is feared that Dr. Frearand family were 
also burned, as they were in the building a 
have not been seen.
